In  1957,  Elder  Burton  was  calle 
to  preside  over  the  West  Germs  1 
Mission  of  the  Church,  and  in  191 
he  became  president  of  the  Eur 
pean  Mission.  In  1965  he  was  calle 
to  supervise  the  West  Europea 
Mission  under  the  direction  of  El< 
er  Howard  W.  Hunter.  He  is  als 
vice  president  and  general  manaj 
er  of  the  Genealogical  Society  i 
the  Church,  and  managing  direc 
or  of  the  Priesthood  Genealog 
Committee. 


In  the  early  1930’s  Elder  Burto 
was  assistant  Salt  Lake  City  ba< 
teriologist,  and  later  taught  cheiri 
istry,  physics,  and  mathematics  a 
Carbon  Junior  College  in  Price 
Utah. 

Elder  Burton  married  Minnii 
Susan  Preece  in  the  Salt  Lak 
Temple  Feb.  23,  1933.  They  havf 
one  son,  Robert  Preece  Burton.

Well,  what  about  the  per- 
verted slaughter  movies? 

I am  writing  this  while  the 
memory  of  the  movie  I’ve  just 
seen  is  still  fresh  in  my  mind.

HANNOVER,  GERMANY  (UPI) 
—The  extreme  right  wing  National 
Democratic  Party  (NPD)  Sunday 
adopted  a party  platform  calling  on 
West  Germany  to  break  off  its  al- 
liance with  the  United  States  and 
strike  a bargain  with  hte  Soviet 
Union  for  the  reunification  of  Ger- 
many. 

Adolf  Von  Thadden,  newly  elect- 
ed chairman  of  the  NPD,  drew 
thunderous  applause  from  the  2,000 
delegates  to  the  party  convention 
by  denouncing  Bonn’s  ties  with  the 
United  States  and  Britain  and  cal- 
ling for  a “rebirth  of  national  self 
consciousness”  in  Germany. 

Thadden,  a former  Nazi,  said  the 
NPD  would  lead  Germany  to  a re- 
birth in  its  nationalistic  pride  which 
was  being  trampled  underfoot  by

The  dream  of  all  skiers,  after 
a day  of  dancing  down  the  white 
sweep  of  a mountain  side,  is  to 
be  comfortably  seated  beside  a 
handsome  (or  beautiful,  as  the  case 
may  be)  decked  out  in  a sharp 
i sweater  and  ski  pants. 

Though  association  with  the  op- 
; posite  sex  is  considered  an  integral 
part  of  ski  life  it’s  not  only  im- 
portant to  look  sharp,  but  to  have 
good  and  adequate  equipment. 

EQUIPMENT  CHOICE 

How  does  one  choose  good  equip- 
ment from  among  that  offered  by 
the  competing  ski  equipment  com- 
panies? 

| Here  are  some  suggestions  and 
. tips  from  Stein  Ericksen,  ski  cham- 
pion and  head  instructor  of  Aspen 
Ski  Resort  in  Colorado  about  skis 
and  poles: 

SKIS— -If  you  are  a beginning 
skier  you  should  choose  a pair  of 
skis  as  tall  as  or  just  a little  short- 
er than  yourself.  Shorter  skis  are 
easier  to  turn  on.  They  should  also 
be  a very  flexible  ski  of  170-180 
pounds  test. 

The  intermediate  skier  should 
choose  a pair  of  skis  that  are  about 
six  inches  taller  than  himself  and 
somewhat  less  flexible.  For  the  ex- 
pert or  more  experienced  skier, 
the  skis  should  be  about  a foot 


taller  than  himself  and  it  should 
be  a firm  yet  pliable  ski. 

POLES— The  Ski  poles  should 
be  strong  but  light  weight.  In 
length,  they  should  fit  snuggly  un- 
der the  arm  pits  when  you  are 
standing  up. 

WARM  BOOTS 

BOOTS — Boots  should  be  warm, 
well-fitted,  particularly  the  heel 
because  it  is  from  the  heel  that 
most  of  the  action  between  foot 
and  ski  comes.  There  are  still  all 
kinds  of  styles  to  choose  from  but 
make  sure  that  they  have  good 
support  to  the  foot,  heels  and  an- 
kles. 

BINDINGS— Good  bindings  are 
essential  to  controlling  and  staying 
on  the  ski.  The  beginner  should 
start  with  a fully  release-type  bind- 
ing. 


The  more  experienced  skiers 
graduate  to  the  stronger  type  of 
binding  releases,  up  to  the  long 
thong-type. 

BOOT  TREES — A pair  of  boot  trees 
keeps  the  boot  soles  flat  and  easier 
to  manipulate  onto  the  binding. 

Skiing  is  a very  realistic  sport 
and  very  fun  under  the  right  con- 
ditions and  circumstances  of  pro- 
per and  adequate  equipment  ac- 
cording to  the  experience  of  the 
skier.  Check  with  those  who  know 
what  is  best  before  buying,  and 
that  doesn’t  necessarily  mean  a 
salesman,  but  someone  who  knows 
about  skiing  such  as  an  instructor 
on  the  slopes  or  some  other  quali- 
fied person. 

Be  wise,  buy  wise  and  get  ade- 
quate equipment.

Other  large  corporations  such  as 
Western  Electric  and  Bell  Labora- 
tory’s have  made  similar  contri- 
butions to  BYU  and  some  of  our 
sister  institutions  to  the  north. 

The  rapid  growth  over  the  past 
five  years  in  terms  of  faculty, 
facilities,  modern  machinery  and 
equipment  within  the  four  year  in- 
dustrial technology  program  at 
BYU  has  attracted  the  attention 
of  many  of  the  leading  industrial 
firms  in  the  United  States,  accord- 
ing to  Schow. 

Schow  mentioned  “we  could 
place  five  times  as  many  gradu- 
ates as  we  do  if  we  had  them.  In- 
dustry knows  what  it  wants  and  is 
willing  to  pay  for  it.  Last  year 
the  average  beginning  wage  for 
our  graduates  was  $8,400.  One 
fellow  started  at  $10,000  a month 
after  graduation.”
